Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968,  which  has  been  compiled 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  . 

The  statistics  in  the  Report  show  that  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  inhabitants 
has  been  maintained  at  a  satisfactoiy  level  .  It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note  the  low 
level  of  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate. 


During  the  year  the  estimated  population  increased  by  230  and  now  stands  at 
28,260.  The  natural  increase  of  population  -  the  excess  of  births  over  deat  s  - 
amounted  to  46,  whilst  migration  into  the  district  accounted  for  the  further  addition 

of  184,

148  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received,  of  which  125  related  to 
There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  or  Smallpox. 


I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  received  from  the  Head¬ 
teachers  of  the  Secondary  schools  in  the  district  who  have  facilitated  the  arrangements 
for  carrying  out  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  pupils  against  tuberculosis.  462  senior  pupi  s 
were  vaccinated  in  the  eight  schools  -  a  valuable  preventive  measure. 


The  Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  conveys  a  summary  of  the 
important  work  of  environmental  control  which  the  Health  Department  staff  have 

carried  out  during  the  year. 

May  I  record  my  thanks  to  you.  Madam  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  interest  and  understanding  shown,  and  my  appreciation  to 
the  Clerk  and  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  valued  assistance  at  all  times.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  ot  SCHOOLCHiLDRtN 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  his  Deputy,  All  schoolchildren  of  11  years  of  age  and  over  are  eligible. 

The  procedure  consists  of  a  preliminary  skin  test  to  find  out  those  children  who 
would  benefit  from  the  protection  which  B.C.G.  vaccination  confers.  These  children 
are  known  as  the  negative  reactors  to  the  test.  Those  who  have  a  positive  reaction  are 
not  vaccinated,  but  are  referred  for  a  full  chest  X-ray,  and  are  subsequently  kept  under 
review  „ 

The  BoCoG.  procedure  is  thus  of  two-fold  value.  It  enables  those  who  have  not 
been  in  contact  with  the  tuberculosis  germ  to  be  vaccinated  and  so  protected  for  the 
future,  whereas  the  children  who  have  already  been  in  contact  with  the  germ  can  be 
examined  by  X-ray  and  kept  under  observation.

AIR  POLLUTION 

Measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  are  still 
being  taken  by  the  Volumetric  method  at  the  Health  Department  Office.  The  Table  below 
gives  the  monthly  average  for  three  years.  All  measurements  are  expressed  in  micrograms 
per  cubic  metre . 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  has  been  a  steady  decrease  in  the  amount  of  smoke 
pollution  over  the  three  years.  The  sharp  increase  in  pollution  during  the  winter  months 
is  evidence  of  the  effect  of  domestic  fires  upon  the  atmosphere.
